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DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Any report of this year’s work must be a trifle 
incomplete, since the installation of a new furnace 
made it necessary to close the library for a month. 
It was re-opened January 28th, with a distribution 
of fifty books, which with only one day’s notice of 
opening, shows the desire of the public for reading 
matter. 

The cost of the furnace was generously donated 
by Mrs. Lucia E. Auryansen, a Daland Trustee, who 
has shown in many ways her interest in the welfare 
of her native town. . 

The usual library activities have been observed 
with no outstanding variations, but a desire to meet 
the requirements of readers and students as far as 
limited funds for new books would allow, and the 
commendation and appreciation for our efforts in 
this respect, have been very encouraging. 

The State Aid Fund has as usual benefitted us 
to the extent of twenty books, and we have received 
notice that they are to send a year’s subscription to 
Story Parade, a magazine for boys and girls, aged 
six to thirteen. 

We have added in all 170 books, 29 by gift from 
interested friends. A few duplicates were sold, and 
several were sent to a library in New Hampshire 
which lost its books by fire. 

Even with the enforced closing of the library, 
the circulation has exceeded that of last year, which 
shows some progress made. 

We have suffered a great loss by the death of 
Mrs. Amy Hubbard Feys, a Trustee for many years, 
with an active interest in the library and its use by 
the townspeople. The Librarians have been indebt- 
ed to her for many suggestions for library improve- 
ments, and the gift of many books, with a large

number collected through the years from her 
friends. The town and library have lost an active 
and well loved citizen whose place will be hard to 
fill. 

With the hope that your interest and apprecia- 
tion may be sustained and increased during the com- 
ing year, this report is respectfuly submitted.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mont Vernon: 

I herewith tender the twenty-second annual re- 
port, my first in the series. As you well know, the 
year about which I am to report was largely within 
another’s administration. Therefore, I beg your in- 
dulgence if this is not as complete as expected. A 
statement recently caught my eye: “A beginning 
administrator should not be too aggressive but 
should adopt the normal course and gradually work 
in his changes.’’ Without too much emphasis on the 
last part of the statement, these sentiments are 
mine. It is my plan to adjust myself to the organiza- 
tion as I come into it to suggest changes only as the 
need arises or a change will better serve the pupils 
in the schools. There can be little dispute of the fact 
that everything done must contribute to pupil wel- 
fare. We must weigh and measure every procedure 
in these terms. 

Personnel 

Miss Lois Cate of Hooksett, after a number of 
years teaching in another part of the state, was 
chosen as successor to Miss Bemis at the village 
school. Her interesting room of wide-awake pupils 
is a good criterion of the progress she has made in 
her first year with you. Miss Elsie Wheeler con- 
tinues as Music Supervisor. 


Accomplishments 


I can but briefly give you information upon this 
subject as it pertains to the year before I began 
service. However, I like to report on pupil achieve- 
ments.. It is the phase of the work I most enjoy. I 
refer you to the list of pupils neither absent nor 
tardy as one achievement. Pupils as well as par- 
ents are to be commended for the efforts shown. 
Then you will be interested to know that of the 
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twenty-six children in your schools in June 87% of 
them received promotion. This high figure is indica- 
tive of good teaching as well as pupil achievement. 
I hope to be more specific in regard to achievements 
in the next report. 

Financial Data 


Recent reports from the State Board of Educa- 
tion reveal the figures given below. They show the 
financial burden to support schools in your district 
as compared with some other districts. The value 
of state-aid is well illustrated in the tabulation. The 
districts named in the tabulation are those in this 
union together with that district which has the least 
expense and the one which has the greatest expense. 
The numbers appearing before the districts indicate 
their relative position in the state.

My contacts in your midst have been very pleasant. 
I am further appreciative of the active interest of 
the School Board and the conscientious efforts of 
your loyal teacher. I believe we are working co- 
operatively to further the interest of childhood 
which will lead to good citizenship as youth as- 
sumes the cares of management in due season. 

I regret that my short term in this union compels 
restraint when the subject of needs may be men- 
tioned. Then, too, some may appreciate the lack of 
such discussion. I hope to be more familiar with this 
question before I suggest remedies. 

I invite your attention to the statistics and other 
reports which follow.

The following is my annual report of the health 
work in the Mont Vernon schools. 

The medical inspection was made in October by 
Dr. Oscar Burns, the nurse assisting.
